RESOLUTION 93-22 


RESOLUTION OF THE FORT WAYNE REDEVELOPMENT COMMISSION, GOVERNING 
BODY OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE DEPARTMENT OF REDEVELOPMENT, 
APPROVING THE COLLECTION OF TAX INCREMENT FROM PROPERTY TAXES ON 
REAL ESTATE LOCATED WITHIN THE CIVIC CENTER, WASHINGTON 
CENTER/COLDWATER ROAD, ILLINOIS-GETZ ROAD, CENTENNIAL INDUSTRIAL 
PARK AND JEFFERSON/ILLINOIS ROAD TAX ALLOCATION AREAS 

WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission created tax 
allocation areas at the same time the following economic 
development areas were established: Illinois-Getz Road, Centennial 
Industrial Park, and Jefferson/Illinois Road; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission has not yet collected tax increment 
from real estate located within said economic development/tax 
allocation areas; and 

WHEREAS, the collection of tax increment will be necessary to 
pay the Commission's obligations relating to the Illinois-Getz Road 
Tax Incremental Financing (TIF) bond issue; and 

WHEREAS, the collection of tax increment, in an amount not to 
exceed $150,000, will be necessary to fund public improvements 
(road extension and water and sewer work) as a part of the VICORP 
Restaurant project in Centennial Industrial Park; and 

WHEREAS, the collection of tax increment will be necessary to 
fund public improvements (road work, drainage and signalization) 
serving the Jefferson/Illinois Road Economic Development Area; and 

WHEREAS, State law, IC 36-7-14-39, provides that the 
Commission must notify the County Auditor of tax increment that 
will be needed for the forthcoming tax year, 1993 pay 1994; and 

WHEREAS, Commission has been notifying the Allen County 
Auditor and has been receiving all tax increment from the Civic 
Center and Washington Center/Coldwater Road tax allocation areas to 
meet the obligation of the respective bond issues; and 

WHEREAS, staff recommends that the Commission approve the 
notification to the Allen County Auditor that all tax increment 
generated from the Civic Center, Washington Center/Coldwater Road, 
and Illinois-Getz Road tax allocation areas will be needed to 
fulfill the Commission's obligations relating to respective bond 
issues; and 

WHEREAS, staff recommends that the Commission approve the 
notification to the Allen County Auditor that tax increment, in an 
amount not to exceed $150,000, generated from Centennial Industrial 
Park; and all tax increment generated from the Jefferson/Illinois 
Road Economic development Area will be needed to fund public 
improvements in said tax allocation areas. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Fort Wayne Redevelopment 
Commission, Governing Body of the City of Fort Wayne, Department of 
Redevelopment that: 

1. That the Commission approves the collection of 
all tax increment generated from the Civic 
Center, Washington Center/Coldwater Road, 

Jefferson/Illinois Road and Illinois-Getz Road 
tax allocation areas. 

2. That the Commission approves the collection of 
tax increment, in an amount not to exceed 
$150,000, generated from the Centennial 
Industrial Park tax allocation area.

1. Standard Federal Plaza Lease Payment. This payment is 
made pursuant to the lease of 270 parking spaces in the Standard 
Federal Plaza Building from 6:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. (Monday - Friday 
and from 6:00 p.m. Friday to 6:00 a.m. Monday). This is the sixth 
year of a 10 year lease. The lease was approved by the 
Redevelopment Commission and by City Council in 1988. The payment, 
$332,267.61, in accordance with the lease, represents the tax 
increment generated from the new development. 

2. Centennial Industrial Park Urban Renewal Area. In 1993, 
Redevelopment Commission approved the collection of tax increment 
for the 1993 Pay 1994 tax year, not to exceed $150,000.00, in order 
to assist in the completion of public infrastructure in, and 
serving, the urban renewal area. Approval of this ordinance will 
allow the Commission to fund public improvements, up to 
$150,000.00, which will open up the southwest quadrant for 
development. These improvements include street construction, water 
and sewer line extensions, drainage, and related engineering and 
technical services.
